AuguHt 30.->-Word baa 
reached Pierre that the long-contemplated 
Carline-Dupree wedding, took place Sat- 
urday on the Cheyenne River, sixty 
miles n. nth west of this city. It was 
the great event of the season, as it was 
the first time in the history of this sec- 
tion of the country that a white man of 
note has married a squaw. The groom, 
I\»ugtiia Carlls. is a grundsonof Territo- 
rial Governor t'arlin, of Illinois, and is 
the aaSStW of I'olonel Carlin, of the 
Ii<'gular Army. Tlie bride is the daugh- 
ter of Frederick Dupree, a French hnlf- 
breed. Her mother is the Queen of the 
Minneconjou Iwnd of iSjoux. The cere- 
mony was performed by Justice Kinner.of 
this city, in the presence of 1,(KX) Sioux 
Indians and thirty white*. 

After the American ceremony was per- 
formed an old squaw came from a hut 
and chanted I dismal song as an indica- 
tion that the Indians were satisfied. The 
medicine man of the Sioux then, with his 
head covered with a buffalo robe, burned 
hcrlia and invoked the blessing of the 
Great Spirit, after which two Indians 
rode white ponies across the plains mid 
presented them to the bride nud gnsun 

ns the approval <>f the Great Spirit. 

The feast then commenced, which con- 
sisted of ten oxen roasted whole and one 
hundred dogs boiled into soup. The lat- 
ter was not HUD pled by the whites. 

The presents made from the fathers 
were five hundred cattle, fiftv ponies and 
thirty domestic buffaloes. DasdSJ was 
commenced and kept up three. lays with- 
out iBtemWoa, As fast M one Indian 
was exhausted another ttsik his place, 
and the ball went on. 

The bride is anordinary looking squaw, 
with DO education. She was clad in a 
robo of black si'.k with la-aver fur trim- 
mings, red ribbons and elk teeth orna- 
ments. She .Iocs not look striking, but 
is regarded as a great catch, as she is 
reported to lie worth ten thousand dollars 
in her own ri rht, and is the heiress to the 
Dupree aetata ami 100.000 ia Oath and 
other securities. The Indiuns now re- 
gard it a great honor for a white man to 
marry a squaw. In this case they are 
greatly pleased, rejoicing going on through 
out the entire bounds of the reservation.

R today declared Hiram Pigman and Ap 
rry not guilty of the murder of Craig 
Toh v.-r, and the prienncra walked out of 
the Court house free men once more. 
The prosecution conducted by four attor- 
neys, assiating the Commonwealth'* At- 
torney, was pushed with unusual energy. 
Taylor Young, whose name has bnen so 
indisaulubly bound up with the troubles 
in Rowan county, waa the leading ooun- 
s-1 for the State, doing all the examina- 
tion of the important witneaseae, while 
the Commonwealth's Attorney remained 
in the background, never Baking a ques 
tion of a witness during the trial. The 
defense was ably conducted by Wullace 
Maguire, J. 0, Cassidy, of Flemingcoun- 
ty, J. T. Hnr#lrigK and Boone Ixigan. 
The Instructions of the Court were such 
that Tavlor Young said they were so 
strong that they argued themselves. He 
spoke the truth, and it is understood that 
in the jury-room it was

with some of the jurors whether or not 
they should lie disloyal to their oaths if 
they disobeyed the instructions of the 
Oburt. On thie ground thej were ready 
to convict. Hut there were others among 
them, some of the must intelligent men 
on the jury, who asserted ilia: they would 
stay there forever liefore they would con- 
vict the men who took part in av«nging 
the murder of the Ligan hovs. The 
clement of uncertainty as to who it was 
that killed Tolivcrand from which crowd

" Mr. E. C. Moultrie and the writer," 
says the Enquirer-Sun, " took guns and 
went down iu some woods opposite the 
island squirrel shooting. After a brief 
rest we set out to explore the island. All 
around the island near the shore was ft 
rocky cliff, with here and there a rough 
cedar clinging in the crevices of the 
rocks, from whose branches hung the 
long white river moss, Iu the interior 
the surface sank into a low, flat land, 
covered with tall white oaks and occasion- 
al patches of low shrubbery. 

In these trees we found our game. 
One shot from my companion's gun 
brought a i, Irrel to the ground, imme 
diately followed by two bluck, naked ob- 

('acta bearing the outwanl semblance of 
luiuan beings, they ran, beut low, at al* 
most lightning speed and disappeared 
over the little mound some three hundred 
yards away. In an hour we had been to 
camp, collected our little band of half a 
doEcn, and with guns and dogs captured 
the half starved, naked savage*. Thej 
retreated to their den under a protruding 
rock, and when surrounded by men and 
dogs surrendered, with no resistance 
They fell upon their faces and whinexl 
piteotisly, as If to lasg for mercy, but 
uttering no word that was intelligible. 
Indeed, no word from them has yet been 
understood except the word " dog," which 
they pronounce with distinctness. 

Their fear of the dog almost ap- 
proaches madness. They converse together 
in monosyllables of an unknown tongue. 
Their ilen was under a ledge of rock and 
was sheltered frfmi wind and rain. No 
indication of fire was Been in or about 
the place. The only sign of habitation 
was a pile of straw, leaves and moss in 
tho den, and bones of varmints scattered 
about. It is supposed that tho meAt was 
eaten raw. The men were perfectly nude, 
except ii thin coat of hair, which nature 
has furnished since their banishment 
They stand and walk half bent, as if 
creeping to their prey, fho larger one 
of them is tall and muscular. He seems 
about forty-five or fifty years old. Tho 
other is small, thin and bony, and has 
doubtless reached his three score and ten. 
The nails and teeth of both have grown 
long and hooked, so that they find no 
difficulty ill tearing the flesh from a car- 
cass. With their lung and brawny arms 
they can hurl a stone with as nmcb ac 
curacy as the rifleman shoots his rifles 

Then' is hut one theory as to why this 
barbarism exists on Hermit Island, and 
that is (hat the negroes, during the time 
of slavery, sought this as a place of re- 
fuge from their masters. That they 
have never left the Island since their 
first advent is almost certain, since they 
would in such a case provide themselves 
w ith fire and means to obtain food. But. 
how did they get there? is a question 
unanswered. Certainly not as we did, for 
the fall is receding, and has been in con- 
tact with the tunnel only a few year-, 
while these negroes have been on tho 

Island not less than twenty-two years. 
No . Ih.rl w as ever made by white men to 
reach the place. <>n account of its rocky 
barren appearance it wus not supposed 

to be tillable.

If all the products of the 
farm and garden were improved in 
quality till they deserved to rank 
among delicacies the present prices for 
these articles could not be realized. 
Comparatively few people can afford 
to buy luxuries at the prices they now 
command. If no butter and cheese 
could be obtained for less than lifty 

ce its tier pome' st iwrrde would be 

compelled by stern necess'tv to find 
substitutes for them. The like would 
be true in relation to he. f, lamb, fruit, 
and vegetables of all kinds. 

It is likely that the demand for lux- 
uries even at the prices now demand- 
ed for them, will increase ns wealth 
accumulates in the country, but it is 
nousense to talk about selling all the 
products of the fa.-,,, and garden at the 
prices a few very rich men can pay 
for what they use 01, their tables. The 
quality of them may be raised to an 
ideal standard, but the purchasers of 
them at fancy prices will be few. 
There will always be purchasers of 
strawberries at lifty cents per box, but 
the sales of this most delicious fruit are 
never vary large when the price is 
much above one-fifth of that sum. The 
like is true in relation to vojretablea 
raised in hot-beds, (raps* ripened un- 
der glass, and spring lamb and green 
peas in a condition t„ l, c cooked in the 
month of May. The great mass of hu- 
manity, even in a prosperous eountrv 
like this, must be content with fruit of

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HARDY FOREST TREES. 

Wk»t On* Man lias Contributed to tho 
acloaco or Tlmlmr Calturo. 

Not every person who ha* spent 
Host of his life in any industrial pur- 
suit has learned much that Is new and 
valuable, and not every one who lias 
acquired much useful informatlM is 
able and willing to impart the knowl- 
edge he has gained to other*. Such, 
however, is not the case with Robert 
Douglas, the great nurseryman and 
tyae-plantar. At the recent conven- 
tion of nurserymen in this eity. he told 
how ha became interested in forestry, 

r and what progress he had made in it. 
When he 0MM to the West he 
learned from tho "old settlors" that 
tame grass and trees would not grow 
ou the prairies. He read most of the 
Eastern works of forestry and learned 
from them that forest trees would do 
will if planted on land that was cov- 
ered with soil, and that coniferous 
seedlings could do best started in open- 
ings in a natural forest. He set out trees 
on tho prairie that had never been 
broken and had poor success with 
them, ne subdued the soil and found 
that they grew like weeds, though it 
was necessary to keep the weeds in 
Subjection. He then ascertained thai 
seedlings could be raised better ins 
nurserv than in openings made among 
forest trees. 

Numerous experiments convinced 
him that native trees are generally 
much preferable to those obtained in 
foreign countries. They are better 
adapted to our soil and climate. We 
can see what they will do by observing 
them in natural woods. Not only are 

native trees best, but experience tuowi 
that it is advisable to plant the seeds of 
trees that grow In the vicinity of one's 
own home. The black walnut grows 

wild from the great lakes to the Gulf ol 
Mexico, but nuts obtained In the Sooth 
are n6t likely to produce hardy trees in 
the North. The southern nuts may all 
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appear to be very promts . 

chances are that they will be killed 
down to tho ground the first cold win- 
ter. Black walnut trees raised from 
Northern seed arc of slow growth, but 
quite certain to be hardy. The like is 
true of red cedar trees, that grow in 
almost every stale and territory. Most 
kinds of trees, like Vidians, can acquire 
peculiar characteristics by beinggrown 
for years in one part of the country. 
Removed to a place w here climate and 
soil are different they do not do well. 

Mr. Douglas has ascertained that the 
methods practiced by European for- 
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ry, where labor is high. They 
spade and trench the land intended for 
seed beds, dig tho trees with spades, 
and cultivate them with hand-hoes. 
Then the work is almost all done with 
horses and the implements they draw. 
Tho seedlings arc raised on mellow 
soil that is free from weeds, and are 
taken up with a tree-digger drawn by 
horses. The raw prairie is prepared 
for setting out trees as it is for raising 
a crop of corn. It is broken shallow 
in the summer, and the coming fall the 
sod in the furrows is inverted and tho 
plow run deep enough to throw some 
three inches of earth over it. Before 
planting the harrow and roller are 
used on it. and the marker used to lay 
off the rows to run in both directions, 
the same as for a crop of corn. New 
land \k in many respects preferable to 
old. Its fertility has not been ex- 
hausted, and it contains no weed seeds 
unless they are scattered to the wind. 

Small trees can be set on land pre- 
pared as for planting corn very rapid- 
ly. A spade will remove earth enough 
to make a hole that will contain the 
roots. When the roots have been 
placed in position the spadeful of soil 
can be thrown over them and pressed 
down by the foot of the planter. Two 
men can work on adjoining rows and 
a smart boy can keep them supplied 
with trees to set out and place them in 
the holes that are dug. Two men and 
a boy can plant 4.. r >00 trees in a day if 
the ground is well prepared and 
marked off. Care and skill in planting 
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ed as corn is. the hand-hoe be- 
ing rarely employed. Tho best work 
is done by an ordinary two-horso walk- 
ing cultivator. The voung trees should 
receive as good attention as eon does. 
Weeds and grass are as injurious to tho 
first as the last. If weeds spring up 
near a young tree they should be pulled 
out by "hand. The number of years' 
cultivation required will depend <>n tho 
' varieties of trees planted Soma make 
a slow and others a rapid growth. Tho 
cultivation in either case must continue 
till the trees arc large enough to shado 
the ground, and thus prevent tho 
growth of weed*. Kxpcriciioe ha* 
taught Mr. Douglas that it is bad to 
plant different kinds of ir.es b> them- 
selves If they tiro to b.. oultivatcd as ho

As to the effect of 
man health and vigor, so fearful is the 
record, and so repeated and almost 
universal is tho tertimony, that we 
Deed not to repeat much of it Perhaps 
the most convincing recent evidence is 
thst of tho returns of vital statistics of 
tho Registrar-General for England and 
Wale,, for the ten years from 1870 to 
1880 Inclusive. Theso are contained in 
the supplement of the Eorty-tifth An- 
nual Report (1885). in which aro tabu- 
lated tho facts as to two million six 
hundred and seventy-nine thousand 
four hundred and sixteen deaths. Theso 
are the results of unimpassionod fig- 
ures, gathered outside of tho records of 
Reform Societies: 

" The mortality of men who are directly eon- 
cerned In the liquor trade, a* breweries, Inn- 
keepers, publicans. Inn and hotel servants, and 
malsters. It appalling The comparative mor- 
tality flKuren are at follow*, 1,000 being u»ed aa 
■ standard: Hrewers, l.SDI; all dealer* In »pir- 
H*. wine* or beer. 1.E8I; Inn and hotel aervanta, 
S,m For mnl ster*. who are only concerned 
with the material* and not with the Uuuor 
luelf. the tlKure 1* 880." 

The report proceeds as follows: 
"It I* well, whenever the opportunity pre- 
sent* Itself, to if it the accuracy of our death- 
rates by comparison with data derived from In- 
dependent sourre*. and In the fuse of the Inn- 
keepers and publicans such comparison is pos- 
sible. Hy the experience of the .Scottish Ami- 
cable l.lfo Assurance Society ( l*itl-lH:tll, the 
mortality of males occupied In this business 
was 68 per cent. In access of the actuaries or 
healthy male table, nnd 4!) percent, lu excess 
of the Kngllsh Ufa- table. This result tallies 
very closely with figures la our tuble, where It 
appears that the mortality of the Inn-keepers 
and publican* 1* M per cent, ubovo the preseut 
mortality of all mules. 

"That this terrible mortality is attributable 
t«> drink Dtlfbt OS safely ussunicd a priori, but 
the figure* render it Incontestable. The mor- 
tality attributed to alcoholism itself Is far high- 
er for Inn-keepers ami publicans than for any 
other industry, and more than llvo times as 
hltfh as the average ; that for brewers falls far 



this respect to inn-keepers. • • • There u 
more or less seriously damaged ^y the 
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lf*n of Innkeepers In >>nr table is l.v.'l. and 
that of brewers is 1,'lrtl, that for recognized in- 
temperate persons, according to Mr. Nelson's 
data, would be SJM0." 

Their desire for profitable business 
often helps lo restrain innkeepers from 
drunkenness. While the tables show 

the greater evil of distilled liquors, 
the wine and beer death-rate is enorm- 
ous.

lu different persons different organs 
seem to feel the severity of the dis- 
turbance, but all are more or less weak- 
ened. Authorities may differ in their 
estimate of causes which have pn>- 
duoed einbarassing and finally fatal 
changes in various secreting ami ex- 
oreting organs; but we believe no one 
has yet born found to dispute the un- 
rivaled capacity of alcohol to produce 
irritative and degenerative changes in 
the minute capillary circulation on 
which the integrity and ability of the 
vital organs depend. This does not 
absolutely retiro It from uae in the 
bands of the skilled physician in 
emergencies of disease, any more than

Of drunkenness as a moral and phy- 
sical orlmo nothing new can be said, 
but some of the phonomona of a psy- 
cologlcal and social nature have re- 
ceived but slight attention from pro- 
fessional advocates of temperance. 
One of these is the delusion cherished 
by the young man who Is Just entering 
upon a downward career that no ono 
among his respectable acquaintances la 
aware of his indulgence in intoxloanta. 
Regardless of the fact that he himself 
can instantly detect the signs of such 
weakness in others, and can not be de- 
ceived, he goes on his way feeling sure 
that he effectually conceals all traces 
of his own Intemperance from those 
whom he would prefer to keep in igno- 
rance. The aged and experienced 
toper realizes that concealment of this 
sort is impossible, and frankly ac- 
knowledges his condition, while the 
younger brother flatters himself, even 
in his sober moments, that his secret is 
safe. 

Another peculiarity, or, perhaps, it 
should be called another phase of the 
lirst, is tho drinker's failure to compre- 
hend that he makes a nuisance of him- 
self when ho inflicts his society upon 
decent people. In the drunkard of 
long standing a disregard of the feel- 
ing and comfort of others is tho natur- 
al result of the soltishnesH inevitably 
engendered by whisky; but In th* leSs^ ' 
hardened and hopeless sinner a certain 
pride and self-respect exists and 
lingers long, and the gentlemanly dis- 
position to 1mj agreeable manifests It- 
self In every particular bat this. 
Knowing how unlit for companionship 
are other men who have been drinking 
"moderately" -they all drink inoder- 
atoly— and having still the instinct to 
please, lie. nevertheless, enters publio 
conveyances, frequents public gather- 
ings, and thrusts himself amongst his 
friends in serene unconsciousness, ap- 
parently, that his preeenoe is an of- 
fense. It would be interesting to know- - 
on what theory this delusion is based. 
Far better would it be for himself and 
for those forced to associate with him 
if this self -deception ware destroyed 
early in his career, and that ho were 
taught before the knowledge came too 
late that where whisky is used as a 
beverage the fact can never be hidden. 

It requires no very keen perception 
to detect the man who is addicted even 
to an occasional glass as a "necessary 
stimulant." If there were no other 
betrayal of the indulgence tho fumes 
of his breath is quite sufllcient, a very 
small portion of alcoholic liquor being 
enough to render the partaker obnox- 
ious to those of fastidious taste. As to 
tho •'moderate drinker," his breath is 
like that of a pestilence and he is liter- 
ally a stench to the nostrils. This 
statement is one that ho may not rel- 
ish; but facts are facts, aud it is some- 
times well to put than in plain lau- 
guage. 

There aro other signs, howover, 
equally Impossible to disguise, and the 
chief among them is tho absolute ina- 
bility of tlie drinker to refrain from 
making a fool of himself. He may not 
be so far under thu influence of his 
favorite beverage as to he what is com- 
monly called "drunk," but under very 
moderate degree of "stimulation" he 
departs from tho Usual tenor of his 
way to be wilty or wlae, and calls at- 
tention to himself by his dismal failure 
to accomplish his aim. 

In addition to the knowledge that 
his presence among refined people ia 
not desirable for the reasons named, 
the young man who "takes a drink 
when he feels like it," ahould lie made 
to understand that ho is regarded not 
with the toleration aud maudlin pity 
that once followed such "good fel- 
lows," but with a contempt that has 
few mod mentions. Tho drinking of 
whisky has ceased to be accepted as a 
sign of brilliancy, but, is held, rather, 
to be a mark of mental weakness; the 
drunkard is no longer an erratio gen- 
ius, but a disgusting croature. even in 
the early Stage* of his course, and the 
more distinctly he realizes this, truth 
the hotter. -Indianapolis Journal.

The Moon and the Weather. 

During a long storm, persons who are 
well versed in weather lore are often 
heard to console themselves with the pre- 
ilictraent that there will be a change of 
weather when the moon changes. Nas- 
inveth and Crrpenter characterize as a 
popular error, in its most absurd form, 
this belief that the gradual turning of 
the moon's face toward and away from 
the sun could, at certain points, upset 
the existing condition of ouratmosphere, 
generate clouds and pour down rains, i 
In England (and the same may he said 
of America) the weather changes about | 
every three days, and there is a change 
of the moon every seven days, so that 
many coincidences must occur. Those 
who believe that " the moon rules the 
weather " ahvavs credit such coincidences 
to lunar influences. But the theory is 
untenable unless it applies to every case, 
and unless the same effect is always pro- 
duced by the same cause. To suppose 
that a change of the moon will turn dry 
weater to wet or wet to drv indiscrimi- 
nately is the merest childishness, and 
contrary to all meteorological records.
